Indies; and in purfuance 
of thofe Orders he perform'd that Coup d’ Eclat, which, 
whatever our Malecontents might pretend, gave them 
infinitely lefs Pleafure than it did the Frinds of the Ad- 
miniftration. ‘The s which were to have been 
next executed, Providence afide, and confequently 
there was not more of Abfurdity and IIl-nature than 
there was of Impiety in thofe Refleétions, which, con- 
trary to their own Senfe of things, fome Folks threw 
ont on the Return of a certain Admiral from Port/mouth. 
The fame Perfons however who contrived thofe Schemes 
quickly devifed others to anfwer Ends of like Import- 
ance ; and in thefe, with the Bleffing of God, they are 
not like to be difappointad. Since the Difcovery of the 
new World, there never was any maritime Force feen upon 
itsCoafts equal to that lately fent thither by Great Britain. 
If therefore we confider this, and the Character of him 
who is to command in Chief, what have we not to hope, 
or what have we to fear, even fuppofing the French 
fhould join with the Spaniards ? 

But if the impartial Judgment of thofe at the Helm 
difcovers itfelf fo confpicuoufly in the Choice they have 
made of an Admiral in the Weft Indies, thall we con- 
clude them lefs capable in electing a Commander in 
Chief in another Part of the World ? I am {fure there is 


no Caufe we fhould. The Bufinefs of Admiral Haddock 


was of another Nature, but it has been executed with 
equal Prudence, and with the fame good Confequences 
to the Commonwealth. Gibraltar and Minorca have 
feen no Enemies, while the Spani/> Ships have fail’d by 
ftealth on their own Coafts, and our Portugal and Italian 
Trade have been fecured almoft to a Miracle. ° Tis true 
thefe are not Aétions of great Report, but they are 
Adtions which require confummate Skill, a rare Mode- 
ration, and unconquerable Steadinefs. The Fadii are 
no Jefs ufeful to a State than the Marced/li, and there is 
as much due to a Miniitry for placing each Genius in its 
proper Sphere, as to the Commanders themfelves for 
exactly fulfilling their Initru€tions. But perhaps fome 
{neering Malecontent may. demand, On what Grounds 
do you fay all this? Good Sir, on Grounds very unlike 
thofe on which your Patrons proceed,’ on the bett and 
fureft Grounds that in fuch a Cafe can be expeéted. 

The Merchants concerned in the Italian Trade have 
in a Body paid their Compliments to 'the Lords of the 
Admiralty qn the Succefs of their well-concerted In- 
ftruétions to our Admiral in the Mediterraxcan, and have 
likewife written a Letter of Thanks to that deferving 
Officer. 
being idle and inaétive, he has pun¢tually perform’d all 
that could reafonably be expected from him, he has 
preferved to us the Bleflings of a very beneficial Trade in 
the time of War, he has maintain’d the Honour of the 
Enclifh Flag im the mid& of our Enemy's Dominions,
